From the hour that- the H']cj;raph wires 


carried stories of the birth of the Dionne 
quintuplets, these little girls, now grown to 
womanhood, nc%'er ceased to have a hold 
upon the thoughts of millions of people. The 
unusual circumstances of birth subjected 
them to a widespread public concern, which 
they did not seek, and of which to some ex- 
tent at least they probably were wholly 
unconscious. 


Now Emilie is dead, the fjrst of the five to 


pass away. She died suddenly and unexpect- 
edly, which only sharpens tin- Rnef ol her 
parents, her sisters and her brothers, and 
which strangely transmitted itself to many 
millions of people who knew her only as 
one of the live Dionne quintuplets. 


There could be no better measure ol the 


real humanity that exists in tins world than 
the unexpressed hope among millions that 
all five .sisters, born under the unusual cir- 
cumstances winch attended their birth, might 
live to enjoy sood health.and old age. 


Equalizing Nebraska Values 


It is too early to anticipate the re-percus- 


sions, if any, of the action of the Nebraska 
State Board of Equalization in cquali/.ing the 
valuations for assessment purposes of urban • 
and rural real estate in the 93 counties of 
the state. 


All of the story of the board's attempt to 


eliminate inequities and to place Nebraska 
counties upon a fairer basis with relation to 
one another may not be disclosed by the 
bare figures. Those figures m themselves 
will puzzle a great many, possibly. 


In reducing Nebraska's grand assessment 


roll $229,269,214 from $3,370,919,463 a year 
ago, a decrease in valuation of slightly more 
than 10 per cent, Douglas County ^ot an 
approximate 40 per cent of 1hc total reduc- 
tion, or $91,762,447. Now in terms of popu- 
lation, and naturally in terms of wealth, 
Douglas County is by far the largest county 
in the state. It was to be anticipated that in 
applying a rather sweetening measure of re- 
duction in assessed values, Douglas would 
show a larger proportionate reduction in 
dollars and cents.

The editorial sanctums of some Nebraska 


newspapers were echoing- to moans as their 
occupants took an. eleventh hour look at 
Nebraska's primary elections Tuesday. "Dog- 
gone it," the editors mumbled to themselves, 
"no one is taking an interest in this primary 
except the candidates and possibly a few of 
their friends." Which places Nebraska, one 
of the first states to embrace the primary 
system, in the role of a decadent common- 
wealth, devoid of spirit and wholly lacking 
in concern for good government. 


Why This Lack Of 


Interest? 


"W> carmnt. go. that f?*-, The primary cam- 


paign has been quiet, lacking in sparkle and 
spirit. Part of the apathy can be attributed 
to a stretch of hot weather, the result of a 
later primary date in the off-presidential 


year — early in August 
instead of April. But 
we have the notion 
that the seeming in- 
difference of the vot- 


ers, suggesting the casting of an extremely 
'light vote, stems from something more basi- 
cally fundamental to healthy American poli- 
tical life than hot weather. There is need 
-in Nebraska, and a very grave need, for a 
: party of opposition. In recent years Nebras- 
kans have permitted themselves to drift 
dangerously toward the status of a one-party 
state. Worse still, the dominant party in a 
•one-party state has not been too lively in 
the confidence it has enjoyed that it merely 
has to go through the motions of selecting 
a slate of candidates and it will be victorious. 


* 
To illustrate, Nebraska next fall will select 


'two men to represent it in the United States 
Senate. Nebraska's interests — if the most nar- 
•.row and individually selfish view is to be 
: accepted — are considerable over these next 
six years. Whoever speaks and votes for this 
. state in the Senate of the United States ought 
;to know the state, should have been discuss- 
ing: its particular problems, even if that calls 
for a sacrifice of broader national and inter-- 


•' national questions. Why 
blame the . people? 


:We think they have been ea?cr to hear can- 
'didates say something about things that di- 
rectly concern Nebraska, not that we can set 
ourselves apart from the world to live in 
our own little world. But we do have prob- 
lems here, problems special to this state, the 
solution of which will determine our progress 
or the lack or it.

The fact is that between Ihc years of the 


early 'thirties and the present, Nebraska 
made a remarkable recovery. No brief few 
words could set forth the changes that took 
place, changes for the better, between the 


opening years of the

Rural life has been 
enriched immeasurably. This pattern which 
lifted us up by the boot straps, we have 
been told time and again, is not good for us.

•A will be admitted, due to developments in 
faraway lands, is not the simple, serene 
existence that permitted us *r> devoir all of 
our thoughts to domestic matters to Ihc com- 
plete exclusion of events abroad. And no 
matter how pressing, how vital or how im- 
portant events abroad are — \vc cannot afford 
to permit them, pressing p.s they arc. c"rn- 
pletely to preclude attention to matters here 
at home.

Missouri Basin Study 


In the Senate a few days ago during the 


course of debate on the supplemental appro- 
priations bill, Sen. Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
of Missouri asked Republican Sen. Homer 
Ferguson what disposition the Hoover Com- 
mission's task force on water resources and 
power have made oi the Missouri Basin 
Commission's study, completed m the early 
days of 1953. 


Sen. Hennings was \;cc chairman of that 


Missouri Basin Survey Commission. The edi- 
tor of The Lincoln Star served as its chair- 
man. It held 17 public hearings in the 10 basin 
states, at least one m each state, heard 
scores of witnesses, took more than 6,000 
typewritten pages of testimony, devoted days 
to discussions, and in the end submitted 52 
specific recommendations lor Missouri Basin 
resource development, with complete agree- 
ment among the 11 members of the com- 
mission, Democrats and Republicans alike, 
upon 51 of the 52 recommendations. About 
the only comment that that amazing spirit 
of unanimity inspires is that it was surprising 
that such a degree of agreement could be 
reached in a wide field wherein so much 
conflicting opinion prevails. On that com- 
mission 'as Republican representatives, among 
others, were Sen. Milton R. Young of North 
Dakota, who serves as secretary of the Sen- 
ate Republican Policy Committee, and Rep. 
Clifford Hope of Kansas, chairman of the 
House Agriculture Committee. These men 
joined with their colleagues in 51 out of the 
52 recommendations that resulted from the 
survey commission's study. 


Sen. Ferguson informed Sen. Hennings that 


the Hoover task force was giving considera- 
tion to the survey commission's study, along 
with a number of others covering the same 
field. 


We have simply one observation to offer. 


A lifetime is all too short for a study of this 
fine country embraced within the Missouri 
River Basin. In the next 50 years that region 
and its people \vi]] greatly influence the 
course of American history. It is a section 
which in its contribution of wheat, corn, 
other small grains, beef, pork, and mutton 
can take great pride. Not only is its past 
record brilliant, but its future usefulness will 
be much greater. 


No man nor group of men has or have all 


of the answers in this marvelous undertak- 
ing of the conservation of natural resources. 
But the encouraging thing 'here in America 
is that a comparatively young nation is get- 
ting to a job which cannot be neglected. 


A Gain In Iran 


Important and good news has come from 


Iran. There has been a settlement of the two- 
year-old, crucial oil dispute there. The wells 
in Iran will start producing again. Re-em- 
ployment will begin and the sizeable revenue 
so badly needed to return progress and better 
living will flow once more. 


An agreement was struck between the 


Teheran government and eight big western 
oil companies. Anglo Iranian, Texas Com- 
pany, Standard of New Jersey, Standard of 
California, Socony Vacuum, Gulf Oil. Royal 
Dutch Shell and Compagnie Francaise de 
Pctrolcs. leaving the wells and equipment in 
the hands of the Iranian government which 
will accept royalties from the oil companies 
which will take care of operations, market- 
ing and new well exploration. The agree- 
ment will extend 25 years with three optional 
renewals of five years each. 


The successful negotiations were fortunate 


all the way around. Iran has been tied to 
the West in an arrangement by which it is 
certain to prosper while becoming politically 
settled. The "West in turn ended the threat 
of Communist encroachment, cooled off a 
political hot spot and returned to its side 
a vitally needed resource. It was a gain of 
substantial consequence, wrought not by force 
but by patient and fair-minded negotiation.

ing): and all such contracts shall 
be subject to the approval of the 
governor . . ." 


Despite this, the files of the

June 1, 1946, is owned by Marv 
O'Brien Shary. with S.OOO" shares 
of stock; by Allan Shivers, with 
7.000 shares; and by Joe T. Cook, 
with 5,000 shares.

It Is the Story of 


Terry Carpenter 


If you had been standing on a cold and windswept street corner 


in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, shortly after the turn of the century, you 
might have noticed him. 


He would hnvc had a bundle of Chicago Tribunes clutched to 


his skinny 5-year-old frame and he was doing a good job of lulling 
them. You might have bought a paper from him. 


Fifty yoars later you might have driven through Ten 
own, 


bM'.vpon Scoltsbluff and Goring. Nebraska. The waif of 5( 'car.i 
.1^0 hds made some progress, you would have said to yourseU. 


Finished 8th Grade. Then to Work 


Terry Carpenter was born in Cedar Rapids, fowa, March 28 


IflOO. 
He was an only child, and was alone with his mother from 


the age of 5 to 17. His mother operated a modest board and room- 
ing house. Terry began to supplement the pair's dual income at 
the age of 5 by selling papers. As he grew older he worked at 
other jobs around Cedar Rapids. Upon finishing the 8th grade, he 
went to work full time. 


Young Terry moved to Scottsbluff in 1917. He worked as a 


waiter, clerked in a drug store, in a grocery store, until 1920, then 
secured a job with the Burlington Railroad as a car clerk and rate 
clerk. It was in 1920 that he made his first business venture—a 
wholesale candy and tobacco business, but the crash of the '20's 
found him a casualty along with thousands of other firms, and 
individuals. 


California beckoned, and 1921 found him in politics for th« 


first time—an event that was to shape his whole life. 


Success at Long- Beach 


A new city administration in Long Beach, California, looked 


with favor on the eager young Nebraskan. He obtained a post a." 
deputy city auditor. His self-taught bookkeeping methods, temperec 
by years in the school of hard knocks, gained rapid recognition. He 
moved up the city chain of command to city accountant, then 
director of the budget and finally as manager of the municipal 
light, water and gas division. The city administration changed in 
1926. and young Terry, a bit disillusioned but with several year? 
of solid experience in civic administration, came back to Nebraska 


He joined his mother and step-father in an automobile agencT 


and garage venture. Along came the crash of 1929. and this firm 
was not one of the survivors. 


The year 1930 found something new. in the Scottsbluff busi- 


ness picture. 


A "cut rate" filling station sprang up on the outskirts of th« 


city, operated by Terry and his wife. While his wife manned the 
gas pumps. Terry fixed flats, did grease jobs and oil changes. The 
business grew to a point where it became a menace to the estab- 
lished big oil trusts. Terry and his wife got "the treatment." 
The 


small amount of capital they had was not enough to cope with the 
big companies, and the new enterprise folded. 


The next day the price of gasoline went up 8 cents per gallon 


in Scottsbluff. 


If you had been in Scottsbluff in that year of 1931 you would 


have seen a strange sight—a sight that would have restored your 
faith in humanity. 


-> 
Neighbors Had Faith 


By ones and twos, neighbors, friends and former customers 


found their way to the modest Carpenter home. Besides their 
verbal assurances they left something tangible—cash in sums of 50 
cents, a dollar. 5 dollars. One man left 10 dollars. Within 30 days 
the young Carpenters found they had 52,500—gifts without 
strings—and in another 30 days the Carpenter filling station wai 
back in business in a new location. 


That was the turning point. The dynamic drive of Carpenter, 


coupled with the trust of his community brought prosperity to the 
new venture. 


Retail operations were expanded—soon Carpenter had stations 


in Colorado, Nebraska, Wyoming and South Dakota, reaching a 
total of 50 outlets by 1941. A single transport expanded into a 
fleet. 
A cracking plant with a capacity of 1.500 barrels a day 


took crude from Wyoming fields to satisfy the demand for Terry's 
gasolines. 
" 
Aided Farmers and Housewives 


Terry's experience with the oil trusts that broke him once, gave 


him a sympathetic understanding of the plights of-farmers in the 
Scottsbluff area. With characteristic Carpenter action he built a 
creamery of his own to buck the combine. Butterfat prices in th« 
area rose 25% to 50%. 


Next was a supermarket to lower food costs in the area. Then 


a produce station to provide a better market for chickens and eggs. 
A newspaper was started in 1936 to help advertise the Carpenter 
enterprises. 


Terry had entered politics in 1931 and was beaten by a few 


votes for Mayor of Scottsbluff. In a second try for the office a few 
years later he won handily. In 1931 he found himself drifting away 
Irom the GOP party as not being representative of the times. "I 
have always considered a political party to be merely a vehicle to 
express the wish of the people rather than a group to tell the people 
what to do," he said. 


In the same year he transferred his allegiance from the Repub- 


lican Party to the Democratic Party, and in 1932 filed for the 
United States Congress. 
Seven contestants fought it out in the 


primaries, and Carpenter emerged the victor by 46 votes. 
In 


November he won the election handily from Robert Simmons, a 
10-year incumbent. 


Political experience came fast. In 1934 he ran for Governor in 


a field of six but was beaten by R. L. Cochran. 


Terry's campaign that year was characteristic of the man. Tha 


now discredited "White Spot" campaign had been launched in Ne- 
braska. Only Carpenter, of all the candidates, came out against it, 
and he did it with typical vigor. 


Predicted Tax Mess 20 Tears Ago 


"It was a premeditated plan of selfish interests to make people 


proud of something they didn't have. You can't postpone the 
inevitable. Pay day will come some day," he said. 


It took 20 years to prove that Terry was right. And the proof 


came in a special session of the legislature to do something about 
Nebraska's cumbersome taxation system—the same system that the 
big interests had protected so cleverly with the ""White Spot" 
program. 


It, was in his freshman year in Congress that Terry became a 


disciple of the late George W. Norris. And. in 1936. he filed for the 
post of United States Senator, feeling secure in that he had th« 
blessing of the senior statesman and would receive his support. 


But, Terry, in his independence, reckoned without the powers 


that be. Officials of the party brought the aging Norris into the 
field—filed him as an independent. The democratic state conven- 
tion endorsed Norris for the office, leaving Carpenter in the odd 
position of being the party nominee, but actually the independent 
in a three-way race. 


The Alger story hit a highpoint in 1941. Terrv sold out his 


enterprises to Consumers Co-operative. 


Served in Air Force 


That same year he enlisted in the United States Airforce. His 


wide experience in business management and particularly the 
operation of truck fleets was put to work in motor pools of army 
airforce transport equipment. He was given his honorable dis- 
charge from the armed sen-ices :n 1946 with the rank of Major. 


On his return to Scottsbluff he and his wife started a ventura 


known as Terrytoivn. This is a legally incorporated village with a 
population of 350. It as located between Scottsbluff and Goring. In 
Terrytown the Carpenters own and rent 63 houses and apartment 
houses. There are no restrictions against children or pels and n« 
restrictions against race or color 


Other enterprises in Terryiowri include a concrete producia 


and sand and gravel plant From the latter came a large area of 
reclaimed land that is now an industrial site and has several small 
budding industries. There's a drive-in theatre, and a free public 
oark of some 200 acres. And because the area needed it. Terry 
built one of the largest municipal auditoriums in Nebraska—a 
270x238 structure. 


In 3952 hr served his first term in the Nebraska Unicarocral 


L/ecislature. His -"freshman year'' found him moving with typical 
forthnghtr.esK. He sponsored numerous bills, among them one that 
gave registered nurses the rich* to organize. 
Another Carpenter 


bill put small towns in the same favored position as Omaha by 
riving them also the right to issue revenue bonds for acquiring 
buildings and lands to rent 1o incoming industry, 


Gave Women Equality 


He was one of those in the front of the movement to build TJP 
University of Nebraska School of Medicine- 
He sponsored 


n to establish a minimum wage for women, a bill often 


called "The equal pay for equal work bill." And he attempted to 
36 something about the administration of Nebraska tax laws, parti- 
cularly those on real estale taxes. 


Terry's wife. Hazeldeanc, is now 44. They have two living 


children" Gary. 20. and Michael. 34, both-attending Valley Forge 
Military School in Wayne. Pa. Their first son, Terry, Jr., died at 


age of 5. He would have been 22 this year. 


Will Represent the People 


"The people themselves must become politically active—must 


gel a better understanding of public questions.

Ter ry Carpenter 


If you had been standing on a cold and windswept street corner 
in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, shortly after the turn of the century, you 
might hav e noticed him. 
He would hav e had a bundle of Chicago Tribunes clutched to 
his sk inny 5-year-old frame and he was doing a good job of clling 
them. 
You might hav e bought a paper from him. 
Fifty year.s later you might ha \e driv en through T eir 
own, 
hi tween Seoitsbluff and Gering. Nebrask a. 
The waif of 5f 
car* 
ago has made .« ome progress, you would hav e said to yourseli. 
Finished 8th iirnde. Then 
to W ork 
Terry Carpentei' was born in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, March 28, 
1900. 
He was an only child, and was alone with his mother from 
the age of 5 to 17. 
Hi.s mother operated a modest board and room­ 
ing house. Terry began to supplement the pair’s dual income at 
the age of 5 by selling papers. 
As he grew older he work ed at 
other jobs around Cedar Rapids. 
Upon finishing the 8th grade, 
he 
went to work full time. 
Young Terry mov ed to Scottsbluff in 1917. 
He work ed as 
n 
waiter, clerk ed in a drug .store, in a grocery store, until 1920, then 
secured a job with the Burlington Railroad as a c« ar clerk and rate 
clerk . 
It was in 1920 tliat he made his first business v enture—a 
wholesale candy and tobacco business, but the crash of the ’20’s 
found him a casualty along with thousands of other firms, and 
indiv iduals. 
Californi.i beck oned, and 1921 found him in politics for th« 
first time—an ev ent that was to shape his whole life. 
Success at Long Beach 
A new city administration in Long Beach, California, look ed 
with fav or on the eager young Nebra.sk an. 
He obtained a post as 
deputy city auditor. His self-taught book k eeping methods, tempered 
by years in the school of hard k nock s, gained rapid recognition. He 
mov ed uf) the city chain of command to city accountant, then 
director of the bui’gt't and finally as m anager of the municipal 
!i"ht, water and gas div isinri. 
The city admini.stration changed in 
1926. and young Terry, a bit disillusioned but with sev eral year* 
of solid f'xpt rirnce in ci\ie administration, came back to Nebrask a. 
He joined his mother and step-father in an automobile agency 
and garage v enture. 
Along came the crash of 1929, and this firm 
was not one of the surY’iv ors. 
The year 1930 found something new in the Scottsbluff busi* 
nc.ss picture. 
.A “cut rate” filling station sprang up on the outsk irts of th« 
city, operated by Terry and his wife. 
While his wife manned th« 
gas pumps, Terry fixed flats, did grease jobs and oil changes. Th« 
bu.‘-iness grew to a point where it became a menace to the estab­ 
lished big oil trust.s, 
Terry and his wife got “the treatm ent.” Th« 
small amount of capital they had was not enough to cope W'ith the 
big companies, and the new enterprise folded. 
The next day the price of gasoline went up 8 cents per gallon 
in Scott.sbluff. 
If you had been in Scottsbluff In that year of 1931 you would 
hav e seen a strange sight—a sight that would hav e restored your 
faith in humanity. 
Neighbors Had Faith 
By ones and twos, neighbors, friends and former cu.stomers 
found their way to the modest Carpenter home. 
Besides their 
v erbal assurances they left something tangible— cash in sums of 50 
cents, a dollar, 5 dollars. One man left 10 dollars. Within 30 dav s 
young Carpenters 
found 
they 
had 
$2,500—gifts 
without 
Wev i Lincoln 
w**st 
Lincoln 
Viiu« ' Strings—and in another 30 days the Carpenter filling .station was 
back in business in a new location. 
That was the turning point. 
The dynamic driv e of Carpenter, 
coupled with the trust of his community brought prosperity to the 
new v enture. 
Retail operations were expanded—soon Carpenter had stations 
in Colorado, Nebrask a, Wyoming and South Dak ota, reaching 
a 
total of 50 outlets by 1941. 
A single transport expanded into 
a 
fleet. 
A crack ing plant with a capacity of 1,500 barrels a day 
took crude from Wyoming fields to satisfy the demand for T erry’i 
gasolines. 
Aided Farm ers and Housewiv es 
T erry’s experience with the oil triisL that brok e him once, ga\’« 
him a sympathetic understanding of the plights of farmers in 
th« 
Scottsbluff area. 
With characteristic Carpenter action 
he built a 
creamery of his own to buck the combine, 
Butterfat prices in 
th« 
area rose 25% to 50%. 
Next was a superm ark et to lov cer food costs in the area. Then 
a produce station to prov ide a better m ark et for chick ens and 
eggs. 
A newspaper was started in 1936 to help adv ertise the 
C arpenter 
enterprises, 
Terry had entered politics in 1931 and was beaten by 
a few 
v ote s for Mayor of Scottsbluff. 
In a second try for the office a few 
years later he won handily. In 1931 he found himself drifting away 
from the GOP party as not being repre.sentativ e of the times. 
‘T 
hav e always considered a political party to be merely a 5’ehicle to 
express the wish of the people rather than a group to 
tell the peopl« 
what to do,” he said. 
In the same year he transferred his allegiance from the Repub­ 
lican Party to the Democratic Party, and in 1932 filed for the 
United States Congress. 
Sev en contestants fought it out in the 
primaries, and Carpenter emerged the v ictor by 46 v otes. 
In 
i Nov ember he won the election handily from Robert Simmons, 
a 
‘ 10-year incumbent. 
Political experience came fast. 
In 1934 he ran for Gov ernor in 
a field of six but was beaten by R. L. Cochran. 
Terry’s campaign that year was characteristie of the man. The 
now discredited “White Spot” campaign had been launched in Ne­ 
brask a. Only Carpenter, of all the candidates, came 
out against it, 
and he did it with typical v igor. 
Predicted Tax Me** 20 Year* Ago 
“ It was a premeditated plan of selfish interests to mak e people 
proud of something they didn’t hav e. 
You can’t postpone the 
inev itable. 
Pay day will come some day,” he said. 
It took 20 years to prov e that Terry was right. And the proof 
came in a special session of the legislature to do something about 
Nebrask a’s cumbersome taxation .system—-the same sv .« iem that the 
big interests had protected so clev erly with the "White Spot’* 
program. 
It was in hi.* freshman year in Congress that Terry became 
a 
di.sciple of the late George W. Norris. And, in 1936. he filed for th« 
post of United Stafe.s Senator, feeling secure in that he had th« 
bles.sing of the .senior stote.v man and would receiv e hi.s support. 
Rut, Terry, in his independence, reck oned without the power* 
that be. 
Official.s of the party brought the aging Norris into the 
field— filed him a* an independent. 
The democratic state conv en­ 
tion endorsed Norris for the office, leav ing Carpenter in the odd 
position of being the party nominee, but actually the independent 
in a three-way race. 
The Alger story hit a highpoint in 1941. 
Terry sold out his 
enterprises to Consumers Co-operativ e. 
Serv ed fn A ir Force 
That same year he cnlLstcd in the United States Airforce. 
H ii 
wide experience in busines.s management and particularly the 
operation of truck fleets was put to work 
in motor 
pools 
of arm jr 
airforce traiLport eq uipment. 
He was giv en his honorable dis­ 
charge from the armed serv ices in 1946 with 
the rank of Major. 
On his return to Scottsbluff 
lie and his wife started a v entur« 
k nown as Terrytuwn. 
This i* a legally incorporated v illage with 
a 
populatian of 350. 
It is located between Scottsbluff and Gering. 
In 
Terrytown the Carpenters own and rent 68 houses and apartmetit 
houses. 
There are no restriction.* against children or pets and n« 
restriftious against race or color 
Other enitnprises in 'rerrytown include a concrete product® 
and sand and grav el plant. 
From the latter came a large area of 
reclaimed land that is now an industrial site and has sev eral small 
budding industries. 
There’s a driv e-in theatre, and a free public 
park of some 200 acres. 
And becau.*^e the area needed It, Terry 
built one of the largest municipal auditorium.* in Nebrask a—a 
270x238 structure. 
In 1952 he .serv ed his fir.’-t term in the Nebra.sk a Unicameral 
Legi.siaturc. 
Hi.s “fre.shman year’* found him mov ing with tv pieal 
forthnghlno.ss. 
He sponsored numerous bills, among them one that 
ga\e registen‘d nurses the right to organize. 
Another Carpenter 
bill put .small towns in the same fav ored po.sition as Omaha by 
giv ing them also the right to is.sue rev enue bonds for acq uiring 
buildings and lands to rent to incoming industry. 
Gav e Women Eq uaftty 
He was one of those in the front of the mov ement to build up 
the Univ ersity of Nebrask a .School of Medicine. 
He spon.sored 
legislation to e.stablish a minimum wage for women, 
a bill often 
called “The eq ual pay for eq ual work bill.” 
And he attempted to 
do something about the administration of Nebrask a tax laws, parti­ 
cularly tho.se on real estate taxes. 
Terry’s wife, Hazeldeane, is now 44. 
They hav e two liv ing 
children, Gary, 20, and Michael, 14, both. attending Valley Forge 
Military School in Wayne, Pa. 
Their first son, Terry, Jr., died at 
the age of 5. 
He would hav e been 22 this year. 
Will ReprcNent the People

Gene Littler of Palm Springs, 
C.ihf . and British Open champ- 
ion Peter Thomson, each 24. 


Littler, the 1933 national ama- 


teur champion who turned pro last 
February, missed by inches-a side- 
lull 25-foot putt on the last hole 
that would have sent the windup 
into a sudden death finish. 


Littler took a standard 4 on the 


closing hole for a 69 and 278. Thom- 
son faded to 73 for 279 and third 
place. 


Second place was worth $2,360 


and third S2.000. 


Barber, who has been a full-time 


tournament pro since 1950, had 
only two bad holes. A trap cost 
him a bogey 5 on the 55th, then he 
authored two birdies, making the 
495-yard 56th in two shots for a 
4 and dropping an 18-yard deuce 
putt on the 160-yard 57th to finish 
the front side in one-under-par 35, 


He turned the 63rd hole with a 


243 total to be tied with Thomson 
at that point, while Littler grabbed 
the load with 242 after knocking 
in three birdies for a blazing 33. 


Barber, finishing aTiead of Lit- 


tler and Thomson by about 30 min- 
utes, birdied the long 64th and 69th 
by drilling his fairway second shots 
onto tin green, dropped a 12-foot 
birdie 3 putt on the 70th and then 
1 ,:d to settle for a bogey 5 on the 
tricky 72nd. 


After a perfect drive, Barber 


overshot the last hole and chipped 
12 feet beyond the cup coming 
back over a hump. He failed to 
sink the putt, closing with a two- 
under par 34. 


Meanwhile, Littler was running 


into trouble. He three-putted the 
68th for bogey 5 and needed a bird- 
ie on one of the last four holes to 
tie. But he had to settle for straight 
pars. It took him nearly five min- 
utes to line up his 25-footer on the 
last green and twice he stopped to 
wait for cameras to stop grinding. 
Then he missed. 


Thomson, the 54-hole leader with 


206. 
took 37 whacks on the first 


nine and matched par 36 on the 
home side. 


The loss was especially discour- 


aging 10 Littler who just passed 
h;s six months PGA probation pe- 
riod as a new pro July 25 and be- 
came eligible to accept money in 
PGA sponsored tournaments. 


Littler, one of golf's real coin- 


ers, finished second in the recent 
National Open (pocketing S3.600 
since the meet is under USGA 
jurisdiction) and was second a 
•week ago in the Kansas City 
Open, worth S1.950. 


Thomson also was a pre-tourney 


favonte and his finish was four 
strokes better than his nearest 
overseas rival in the field of 40 
foreign entries.
